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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 

As the legislative body of your Town, the Board of Selectmen had a very 
active year. Recapitulation of the more significant items follows: 

An ordinance was enacted to limit vehicle speeding on many Town Road. 
The Selectmen are dedicated to the control of speeders. 

We prepared an ordinance to give the Health Officer the means of enforc- 
ing Town control of on-site sewage disposal systems through a permit pro- 
cedure. 

We passed an ordinance to limit water use, related to the water supply 
contract that the Town has with the City, so existing users may not expand 
their consumption without a Town permit, and so that any water not being 
used by them can be reallocated by the Board to new users. 

We worked on a new Town program of tax stabilization intended to en- 
courage retention of open tracts of agricultural and forest lands as oppos- 
ed to the commercial and residential development of them. This program is 
being presented to the voters for their approval or rejection. 

As a result of disciplinary actions initiated by the Fire Chief, several 
Selectmen spent long hours working with the Chief to revise the bylaws of 
the volunteer fire department, with emphasis on encouraging participation 
by all firemen in its activities. During the year, the Chief noted marked im- 
provement in attendance statistics, and this can only serve to enhance per- 
formance of the Town’s excellent fire fighting force. 

In the administrative area, Joe Zingale (Administrative Assistant) is to be 
praised for his energetic help to us all year. A computer was installed in the 
Town office for use in accounting, billing, word processing, and other Town 
work. The Selectmen arranged to have the laws of the Town codified for 
ready review and updating. We signed a contract for preparation of Property 
Maps to identify all land parcels in Town. For property and liability in- 
surance, your Selectmen voted that the Town become a member of the in- 
surance pool established by the Vermont League of Cities and Towns. In 
December, two Selectmen began serving on the “Informal Advisory Board” 
formed by the Vermont Agency of Transportation in connection with its new 
$300,000 study of the bypass question. 

Projects to improve Dewey Field and the access road to the Jeffery Littler 
Memorial Park were completed thanks to efforts by the Recreation Commis- 
sion, working with Selectmen. At the landfill, the large pile of scrap metal 
has been removed and will not be allowed to accumulate again. Continued 
road maintenance serves the Town well; extensive shoulder and culvert 
work was done along Post Road to prepare it for resurfacing in 1987. The 
Selectmen have scheduled a $100,000 repair of the East Pittsford Road 
bridge to be done in 1987, with the Town’s cost share at 20%, and plan to 
use revenue sharing funds after voter approval. 

Lack of a realistic Town Plan has caused the Town and its residents to 
suffer the time and expense of numerous public hearings on Town Plan 
changes for designated land uses. These are generally needed to comply 
with Act 250 provisions. It should be understood that if Rutland Town had a 
zoning law, then all projects on less than 10 acres of land would be exempt 
from Act 250 review. For example, all the ruckus, extra cost and time lost in 
connection with Mr. Brileya’s new auto sales facility on Route 7 would have 
been avoided if the Town had a zoning ordinance. The promise of a zoning 
law has been held out to you in every Town Annual Report since 1979. The 
Selectmen sympathize with the heavy workload of the Rutland Town Plann- 
ing Commission and appreciate the many hours of effort volunteered by its 
members in the Town's work. At the same time, several Selectmen have 
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urged the Chairman of the Planning Commission to take the leadership 
steps needed to finish revising the Town Plan and to present a reasonable 
Zoning Ordinance to the Board of Selectmen without further years passing 
by. 

The Town continues to be the focus of numerous investors and develop- 
ment projects on an unsolicited basis, a sort of phenomenon which con- 
tinues unabated despite strong efforts of vested interests outside the Town 
to throw obstacles in the pathway of desirable growth. In September, we ap- 
pointed several Rutland Town Selectmen to meet with the Rutland City In- 
termunicipal Committee to negotiate and discuss various contractual 
issues between the Town and City. The fact that there are certain 
disagreements should not be interpreted as evidence of either side being 
uncooperative. Rather, the positions of each must be explained and under- 
stood. The responsibility of your Town Selectmen is to consider honest dif- 
ferences and then to act in good conscience, protecting the interests of the 
people of Rutland Town. This we should continue to do. 

We sincerely thank all the residents who freely gave their time and care 
to help keep Rutland Town a great place in which to live.

Take your punchcard ballot to a booth. 

1. An election official will hand you a gray envelope containing a com- 
puter punch card. 

If you have any questions, ask this election official. 

2. Go to a vacant booth, as directed by election officials. 

Prepare your card for voting. 

1. Take the punch card out of the envelope. 

2. Put it into the voting unit. Be sure to fit the two holes at the top of the 
card over the pins at the top of the unit. 

Vote for the candidates of your choice. 

1. Use the metal puncher provided. Don’t use a pen or pencil point. 

2. Take the metal puncher and press down firmly in the space to the right 
of the candidate’s name. If you prefer to write in the name of someone 
rather than those printed in the booklet, use the lines provided on the inside 
of the gray envelope. 

Follow the directions on how many to vote for (such as “ Vote for not more 
than one. ”) 

Prepare your card to be counted. 

1. Remove your card from the voting unit. 

2. Check the back of the card to make sure that all the holes were 
punched completely through. Brush away any clinging scraps. 

3. Your card will be counted by a computer. DO NOT FOLD, BEND OR 
DAMAGE the card. 

4. Put the card back into the envelope so that the blank side shows 
through the window. The stub end of the card should extend beyond the end 
of the envelope. Close the envelope so that your voting marks can’t be seen. 
Check out if needed. 

If your town doesn't use an “OUT" checklist, go ahead and vote. See the 
next item below. 

If your town does use an “OUT" checklist, 

1. Go to the “OUT” checklist table. 

2. Say your name in a loud, clear voice. If you have trouble speaking give 
the election official your name in writing. 

3. Wait for the official to 

— find your name on the checklist 

— repeat it back to you, and 

— check it off the list. 

Place your ballot in the ballot box. 

1. At the ballot box, carefully bend the punchcard stub back and forth so 
you can tear it off without damaging the card. 

2. Tear off the stub. 
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3. Place the envelope containing your punchcard into the ballot box. 
Leave the area. 

At this point you should leave the voting area. 

WHAT DO IF 

You're not on the checklist. 

If your name has been dropped from the checklist and you think it was an 
error, explain to your Town Clerk. Ask that your name be put back on. 

If the problem isn’t cleared up to your satisfaction don't just give up and 
leave. Have the Town Clerk or a selectman or other election official call an 
immediate meeting of the members of your local election board who are 
present. They should check thoroughly and correct any error. 

If you still aren't satisfied call the Secretary of State's office at 
1-800-642-5155. 

You spoil your punchcard 

You can get another card. Just tell and election official. Three cards is 
the limit. 

You’re disabled, or can’t read 

Tell an election official. He or she will take you to a booth where you can 
have two election officials to help you. 

You’re blind 

You can bring a friend or relative to help you, as long as he or she is a 
registered voter. Or you can have to election officials to help you. 

You can't get from your car to the polling place. 

Have a friend tell the election officials. They can bring a ballot out to your 
car so you can vote there. 

IT IS ILLEGAL TO 

— knowingly vote more than once, either in the same town or in different 
towns. 

— try to tell another person how to vote once you’re inside the building 
where voting is taking place. 

— mislead the board of civil authority about your own or another 
person’s eligibility to vote. 

— show your marked card to another person in order to let them know 
how you voted. 

— make a mark on your card which would identify it as yours. 

PLEASE DON’T 

— chat and socialize in the voting area, especially when there are people 
in the process of voting. 

— leave brochures, buttons or other campaign literature in the voting 
booth. 


ABSENTEE VOTING 

If you are ill or will be out of town the day of the election please contact 
your town clerk for information. Deadline is 12:00 PM Monday the day 
before the election to obtain an absentee ballot.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
JUNE 30, 1986 

NOTE A — SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 
The accounting policies of the Rutland Town School District conform to 
generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to governments. 
The following is a summary of the more significant policies: 

The accounts of the Rutland Town School District are organized on the 
basis of funds and account groups, each of which is considered a separate 
accounting entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for with a 
separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, 
fund equity, revenues, and expenditures, or expenses, as appropriate. 
Government resources are allocated to and accounted for in individual 
funds based upon the purposes for which they are to be spent and the 
means by which spending activities are controlled. The various funds are 
grouped, in the financial statements in this report, into three generic fund 
types and one broad fund category as follows: 
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NOTE A — SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES — (Continued) 
Governmental Funds: 

The General Fund is the general operating fund of the District. It is 
used to account for all financial resources except those required to be 
accounted for in another fund. 

The Special Revenue Fund (Food Service Fund) is used to account for 
financial resources to be used in providing meals at the schools 
operated by the Rutland Town School District. 

The Capital Projects Fund (Building Fund) is used to account for 
financial resources to be used for the acquisition or construction of 
major capital facilities. 

The accounting and reporting treatment applied to the long term 
liabilities associated with a fund are determined by its measurement focus. 
All governmental funds are accounted for on a spending or “financial flow” 
measurement focus. This means that only current assets and current 
liabilities are generally included on their balance sheets. Their reported 
fund balance (net current assets) is considered a measure of “available 
spendable resources.” Governmental fund operating statements present in- 
creases (revenues and other financing sources) and decreases (expen- 
ditures and other financing uses) in net current assets. Accordingly, they 
are said to present a summary of sources and uses of “available spendable 
resources” during a period. 

Long term liabilities expected to be financed from governmental funds 
are accounted for in the General Long Term Debt Account Group, not in the 
governmental funds except for special assessment bonds, which are ac- 
counted for in Special Assessment Funds when utilized. 

The account group is not a “fund.” It is concerned only with the measure- 
ment of financial position. They are not involved with measurement of 
results of operations. 

Because of their spending measurement focus, expenditure recognition 
for governmental fund types is limited to exclude amounts represented by 
non-current liabilities. Since they do not affect net current assets, such 
long term amounts are not recognized as governmental fund type expen- 
ditures or fund liabilities. They are instead reported as liabilities in the 
General Long Term Debt Account Group. 

The basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures or ex- 
penses are recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial 
statements. Basis of accounting relates to the timing of the measurements 
made, regardless of the measurement focus applied. 

Governmental funds are accounted for using the modified accrual basis 
of accounting. Their revenues are recognized when they become 
measurable and available as net current assets. 

Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified accrual basis 
of accounting when the related fund liability is incurred. Exceptions to this 
general rule include accumulated unpaid vacation, sick pay, and other 
employee amounts which are not accrued and principal and interest on 
general long term debt which is recognized when due. 

The district follows these procedures in establishing the budgetary data 
reflected in the financial statements: 

1. Formal budgetary integration is employed as a management con- 
trol device during the year for the General Fund, Special Revenue Fund 
(Food Service Fund) and Capital Projects Fund (Building Fund). 

2. The budgets for the General Fund, Special Revenue Fund (Food 
Service Fund) and Capital Projects Fund (Building Fund) are adopted 
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on a basis consistent with generally accepted accounting principles. 
Total columns on the Combined Statements are captioned “Memoran- 
dum Only” to indicate that they are presented only to facilitate financial 
analysis. Data in these columns do not present financial position or results 
of operations in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 

NOTE B — LOCAL TAXES 

Local tax revenues are based on the budget for the Rutland Town School 
District including the cost of tuition paid to the various high schools attend- 
ed by students who reside in Rutland Town as well as the operation of the 
Rutland Town Elementary and Cheney Hill Schools. The tuition paid to area 
high schools in the fiscal year ended June 30, 1986 was $500,711.

NOTE D - GENERAL OBLIGATIONS BONDS PAYABLE 

The principal balance was paid in full as of June 30, 1986. It was original- 
ly borrowed in 1966 to finance construction. The bond agreement called for 
annual principal payments of $20,000. The last payment was made May 1, 
1986. 

The State of Vermont reimburses the school district annually for 20% of 
the principal payment and 20% of the interest payment. This year's total 
reimbursement was $4,300. 

The $4,270 budgeted as revenue for this reimbursement has been 
reclassified and offset against the expenditures for payment of interest and 
principal on the outstanding debt to which these payments pertained.

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LEGISLATIVE REPORT 

RUTLAND TOWN REPRESENTATIVE DONALD J. CHIOFFI 

It is my sincere pleasure to give this report on the legislative activity of 
the 85-86 legislative term, and also to thank the citizens from the bottom of 
my heart for having given me the opportunity to serve the Town of Rutland 
for four years as your representative. I have thoroughly enjoyed all of the 
work that the position offered, but most of all, I have enjoyed being able to 
help the numerous citizens of our town with problems and questions they 
have had with the bureaucracy in Montpelier. 

If we relate the accomplishments of the completed biennium to the 
numerous goals that were set early in the session, the people of the State 
and the Town of Rutland were well served by our efforts. Not only was the 
deficit retired on schedule, but the State will obviously end the fiscal year 
with a healthy surplus. As a conservative Democrat, I felt, along with many 
moderate Republicans, that this would happen and that any surplus, after 
allowing for a contingency, should be returned to the people in the form of 
tax relief. In fairness to the people of the State, that is certainly what should 
happen. In dealing with a State budget in the range of 350 million dollars, to 
come within 5% or 6% is a remarkable achievement, but still leaves either a 
surplus or a deficit in the range of 20 million. We, as a State, should realize 
that either of the cases is bound to occur, and not overcommit our citizenry 
by squandering our surpluses on additional bureaucracy that cannot be 
maintained on a continuing basis without much pain to our middle income 
and low income taxpayers. 

In the area of local land use and the pressure of development, it is ap- 
parent to anyone close to the situation that the Town has made major 
strides in its Town Plan revisions and preparation for Zoning. It was my 
pleasure and privilege, at the Selectmen’s and Planning Commission’s re- 
quest, to see that the alternatives and options for a Land Stabilization 
agreement were laid out by the State agencies. At a meeting in Montpelier, 
your Selectmen, Planning Commission, Listers, and Administrative Asst, 
were able to obtain valuable information from the Tax department, the 
Agency of Community Affairs, and the Governor’s liaison. Our people met 
with the most knowledgeable sources available and came back with a clear 
idea of how to proceed. From this effort, the landowners committee was 
established, and has made excellent progress since that time. Previous to 
all this, our efforts in the Town had languished for years under the previous 
leadership of the Planning Commission. The present board is to be com- 
mended for its diligent efforts and accomplishments. 

The legislature failed to come to grips with the State Aid to Education for- 
mula, and we are certainly not out of the woods yet. The plan most talked 
about in recent months has been the Foundation Plan. This is NOT a plan 
which favors the Town of Rutland, nor is it fair in any respect to all of our 
citizens. The basic idea of providing a fixed foundation amount, such as 
$3200 per pupil, on a statewide basis, is a good idea, but using the Property 
Tax to raise the amount is neither fair, nor a solution to the problem of ine- 
quity. A much more equitable solution would be to raise the Foundation 
amount for the whole State via the Income Tax, and let communities pro- 
vide any extra dollars they wish to expend through their own local Property 
Tax. Any other solution will certainly cost the Town of Rutland many more 
Property Tax dollars which will be siphoned off to provide for someone 
else’s education. The town can ill afford that situation at this time in its 
development. 
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In the area of transportation, Rutland Town remained strong in pressing 
its major point that superhighways should not be built in the residential 
areas of our town, and were successful in focusing the state’s efforts and 
the consultant’s efforts on a re-assessment of the needs of the region. The 
major outcome, so far, has been the recognition and the admission that a 
great majority of the problem lies in areas within the City which could be ad- 
dressed by internal solutions. The consultant also admitted that in his opi- 
nion the western bypass would probably have been more than sufficient as 
a two lane, rather than a four lane highway. We should set our sights on im- 
provements to the existing highways to relieve congestion in a way that 
uses scarce resources in the most efficient manner, as large amounts of 
money are not available, either from the State or from the Federal Govt. Any 
major expenditures, such as in the 60 to 80 million range will be much better 
spent on major highway improvements such as interstate connections 
which have been emphasized by every major study committee ever 
established in this region. Indeed, this region will never truly grow unless 
this is accomplished. 

As this report comes to a close, I am reminded of the many, many, oppor- 
tunities you have given me to meet and work for the fine people of Rutland 
Town. I am grateful for those experiences, and indeed, it has been my 
privilege to argue for all of you in any number of forums. Whatever the 
future holds, I steadfastly cling to the political belief that compromise, on 
behalf of those you represent, is only beneficial if the lands, taxes, and 
ability to run your community are not given away in the balance. And my 
view that once elected, it is a person’s responsibility to represent ALL the 
people, has always been a matter of pride to me. If a person is true to that 
principle, his or her committee becomes the whole town, not a select few 
who run by fiat, machine politics, and personality attack. The Town would 
be wise to avoid such dealings, as wealth and influence then become the 
substitute for individual rights and democracy. 

And finally, may God bless this town and its people and keep them safe 
in their daily endeavors.

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GRAND JUROR’S REPORT 

The Grand Juror of a town is tasked with the statutory responsibility and 
authority to investigate any complaints of possible wrongdoing that either 
come to his attention or are brought to his attention by any person having 
knowledge of such possible violation. In a town such as Rutland Town, 
whose Grand Juror is not an attorney, the option, upon investigation, is 
either to bring the matter to the attention of the State’s Attorney with a 
recommendation for possible prosecution, or to direct the matter to other 
agencies of government for resolution or further action. In any case, it is a 
valuable position to protect the citizens of the town, especially in a town 
that has minimal internal law enforcement capability. 

During the past year, a matter was brought to the attention of the Grand 
Juror by way of a formal letter detailing the existence of separate funds and 
checking accounts maintained by the Rutland Town School Board. Specific 
allegations were made as to the accounting, receipt, and disbursement of 
the funds, as well as the fact that the citizens of the town had not ever been 
told what the amounts were or an account given to them as to the expen- 
ditures. 

Upon a preliminary investigation and a gathering of facts in the matter, I 
have determined the following: First, that there have been maintained for at 
least four years, three checking accounts in the school which have had 
amounts deposited into them. This is in apparent violation of state statute, 
which requires that all funds either appropriated or given for use of the 
school facilities be turned over to the school district treasurer to be proper- 
ly deposited. 

Second, that there are no receipt records available that substantiate 
amounts deposited to such accounts, and that many of such deposits were 
received in cash without any duplicate receipt records maintained. 

Third, that capital expenditures were made from these funds outside of 
the normal Board procedure of approving such expenditures with a Direc- 
tor’s Order, followed up by a purchase order. Due to this inconsistency, 
none of the expenditures, legitimate or otherwise, have shown up as 
budgeted items in the Town Report, nor are there purchase orders or in- 
voices to back up such expenditures. 

Fourth, that the preceding, although known and commented upon by the 
internal audit performed for the Board over one year previous to the com- 
plaint, had not been corrected as of the time the complaint was made, and, 
in fact, no efforts had been made to change the aforementioned practices. 

Fifth, that the total amounts involved in these funds were in the range of 
$20,000 over the period in question, although the statement was made that 
the amounts were only three or four hundred dollars a year in answer to a 
question asked at a public meeting. 

Upon the gathering and investigation of these facts, as Grand Juror, I 
made the decision that a possible conflict of interest existed, since I am an 
employee of the School System. In order that the citizens of the Town be 
protected, even from the appearance of such a conflict, my decision was to 
turn the matter over to the Auditors of the Town of Rutland with a recom- 
mendation that they do a complete audit of the accounts in question and 
report their findings to the townspeople by means of this Town Report. The 
Auditor’s report can be found on page 89 of this report. 

In conclusion, this report is a difficult one for me to make, but in view of 
the pressures on proper school accounting in other areas of the State, it 
was my decision not to become involved in a coverup of any possible 
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wrongdoing, yet to try and handle the matter internally, rather than through 
the State’s Attorney. Although I am not thoroughly satisfied with the report 
of the Auditor’s, I believe they have performed well under the cir- 
cumstances, and have also served to assure that the practices outlined 
herein will not occur again and that the people of the Town of Rutland will, 
in the future, have full knowledge of the expenditures made by their school 
system.

The year 1986 saw a completion of several projects begun in Rutland 
Town.

Dewey Field with its new lights and resurfacing has given our youth a place 
for some wholesome outlet for their energies. 

The work begun in 1986 in forming Clinics, which will be funded mostly by 
volunteers and donations with the cooperation of residents working with 
the Recreation Commission, should make our summer baseball and soft- 
ball programs first rate. 

Northwood pool continues to be both an enjoyment and a sense of pride 
to our Town. The excellent staff has made our programs there, both recrea- 
tional and educational, a success. The request we had from the staff for 
continuing education in water safety is proof to us these programs are first 
rate. 

In conclusion, we would like to take this opportunity to thank the follow- 
ing: the Selectmen who worked with us; Coaches who gave many hours of 
their time to our youth and to the Commission; residents who volunteered 
their time without whose help many things could not have been ac- 
complished; the staff at the Town Office; but mostly our youth who gave us 
our purpose and helped us reach our goals and who made it all worthwhile.

ANNUAL REPORT — 1986 
RUTLAND REGIONAL COMMISSION 

The past year was a period of considerable importance for Rutland Town 
and the other member towns of the Regional Commission. The most signifi- 
cant issues upon which the Regional Commission acted this year were: 1) 
the updated Rutland Region General Plan, 2) the Regional Retail Market 
Analysis and 3) discussion of the role of the Regional Commission in the 
Act 250 process. 

The updated Rutland Region General Plan has been approved in a draft 
form by the Commission and has been the subject of two public hearings. 
During the past year there had been lively discussion over the use of the 
regional plan in the Act 250 process. The regional plan along with the local 
town plan plays a key role in determining whether or not a project wins ap- 
proval in Act 250 review proceedings. Before a permit is issued the appli- 
cant must prove that the project “conforms to any duly adopted local or 
regional plan. . Rutland Town joined with other member towns to insure 
that in the event of a conflict between the local and regional plan, the local 
plan would prevail, thereby, preserving local town control of development. 

Another item of extensive discussion at regional commission meetings 
this year centered around the purpose and use of the “Regional Retail 
Market Analysis”. Once again, there was serious concern as to what use 
would be made of the study in the Act 250 process. Particularly worrisome, 
was the potential impact of the study upon future retail expansion in 
Rutland Town. Early on, the Commission had taken the position that it was 
“not the purpose of this report to protect existing businesses against new 
business which may come into the Rutland Region . . As the market 
analysis neared completion, the Commission advised the officials who ad- 
minister Act 250, that the Regional Retail Market Analysis should not be 
used “to establish a ‘limit’ or ‘quota’ upon future retail expansion”. The 
Commission pointed out, that “. . . other market studies employing different 
methodology and examining other market forces could arrive at different 
conclusions”. 

Throughout the year there also has been an exchange of ideas over the 
role of the Regional Commission at Act 250 hearings. Rutland Town, along 
with many other member towns had advocated the position that the 
Regional Commission should remain “neutral” with respect to specific pro- 
jects when such projects were potentially divisive for member towns. It was 
argued that if the Regional Commission were to become too deeply involv- 
ed in certain projects then the general goal of fostering mutual cooperation 
among member towns might be jeopardized. Additionally, the Commission 
notified Act 250 officials that all data supplied by the Regional Commission 
to the District Environmental Commission should not “supersede” local 
planning initiatives. In the coming year there may be further discussion 
about the appropriate degree of Act 250 involvement. 

The Regional Commission is available to work in the best interests of 
Rutland Town residents. However, in order to be effective the Commission 
needs the input of as many town residents as possible. Any suggestions, 
opinions or ideas you may have about regional matters are most welcome! 
Your comments can be directly expressed at Commission meetings, which 
are all open to the public, or through your town representative to the Com- 
mission, the Planning Commission or Board of Selectmen.

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PLANNING COMMISSION MESSAGE FOR 1987 TOWN REPORT 

One only need take a drive around town and quickly it becomes apparent, 
Rutland Town is a growing community. 

In 1986 your town Planning Commission spent numerous hours conduct- 
ing subdivision and town plan change hearings at the Rutland Town 
Municipal Building. As commissioners, we were appointed by town Select- 
men, we are charged with administering the town’s subdivision regulations 
and reviewing certain land development for compliance with the town plan. 

When reviewing various development proposals we endeavor to address 
those issues which could adversely impact the health, safety, and well be- 
ing of Rutland Town residents. 

In 1986, your planning commission directed the town Administrative 
Assistant to spend considerable time working with various commercial 
development proposals in order to assure compliance with town regula- 
tions. The planning commission saved considerable time as a result of the 
Administrative Assistant's involvement in pre-screening the numerous 
development proposals in 1986. 

In 1986 the Rutland Town Planning Commission issued Certificates of 
Approval to 12 residential and 5 commercial project proposals. The 12 
residential approvals represent a total number of 123 living units. The 
Heritage Hill condominium project off Gleason Rd. will contain 99 living 
units. Deed restrictions on Heritage Hill condominium owners will prohibit 
school age children from living in the development. 

Among the more publicized development proposals in 1986, the proposed 
addition to the Rutland Mall remains an uncertainty as of this writing. 
Because of considerable opposition from the City of Rutland and un- 
precedented involvement by the State of Vermont and the Rutland Regional 
Commission (before the District #1 Environmental Commission) we are not 
optimistic that a timely decision will be made on the mail’s Act 250 applica- 
tion. Even if the application were to be approved before the spring of 1987 it 
is extremely doubtful the addition would be complete before Christmas 
1988. A considerable delay in construction is anticipated due to numerous 
environmental considerations which will slow down the construction of the 
mall. 

The adoption of zoning regulations remains a priority with the Rutland 
Town Planning Commission, however much discussion has taken place on 
the town's proposed zoning document and as of this writing it does not ap- 
pear a proposed zoning document will be put before the public until late 
spring or the summer of 1987. It is expected the planning commission will 
begin discussing proposed zoning regulations as soon as we complete our 
work updating and editing the current town plan. We hope to have this work 
complete prior to Town Meeting Day 1987. Our meetings are open to the 
public. 
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VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
Annual Report to the Citizens of Rutland Town 

The mission of the Vermont Department of Health is to prevent illness 
and to control or eliminate hazards dangerous to the health of the public. In 
working toward this goal, the Health Department has provided, or assured 
the provision of, health services to communities across the state. Direct 
services are provided through 11 local Health Department offices. During 
fiscal year 1986, citizens of Rutland Town received the following services 
from the Rutland office: 

19 pregnant women, new mothers, and children received supplemental 
foods, health and nutrition services through the WIC program. 

3 children and young adults received medical evaluation of individual 
health and dental status through the Partners in Health program. 

32 persons received information and counselling through the Maternal 
and Child Health program and/or information and teaching of parenting 
skills through prenatal classes and home visits. 

5 children received comprehensive health assessments and preventive 
guidance at Well Child Clinics. 

Diagnosis and treatment services for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, 
genetic, developmental disorders, or other handicapping conditions were 
provided to 2 children through the Handicapped Children’s program and/or 
the Child Development Clinic in Burlington. 

The Vermont Department of Health Laboratory in Burlington helps to pre- 
vent and control illness by identifying chemicals and microorganisms in a 
variety of substances. During fiscal year 1986, the following laboratory ser- 
vices were provided to residents of Rutland Town: 

31 blood tests to identify women needing immunization against German 
Measles (Rubella) to prevent birth defects. 

8 other diagnostic blood tests. 

263 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor drinking 
water quality. 

The Dental Division provides services to local communities including in- 
stalling and maintaining fluoridation equipment in selected community and 
school water systems, paying for dental treatment of eligible children, and 
providing dental health education in the schools. 

Statewide, the Health Department provided the following services to Ver- 
monters: 

28,819 doses of vaccine were administered in Health Department clinics 
to prevent polio, measles, other childhood diseases, and influenza. 199,471 
doses were supplied to private physicians. 

16 hospitals, 48 nursing homes, and 46 level III community care homes 
were inspected and licensed. 

7,511 inspections of restaurants, inns, camps, etc. were conducted. 

1,331 reports of communicable diseases were investigated. 

317 gonorrhea cases were interviewed and 293 contacts were traced by 
Epidemiology field investigators. 

539 air, water, and other samples taken in the vicinity of 2 nuclear power 
reactors (Vermont Yankee in Vernon and Yankee Rowe in northern Massa- 
chusetts near Readsboro, Vermont) were tested for radioactivity, 18 work- 
places were tested for the presence of mercury, and 93 x-ray machines in 
hospitals, doctors’ and dentists’ offices were inspected. 

38 VOSHA regulatory inspections and 67 voluntary consultative inspec- 
tions of Vermont industries were conducted. 
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The Tooth Fairy program provided financial assistance for the dental 
care of 6,033 children; the Denticaid program provided assistance for 
20,992 children. 

1,519 persons received screening for early detection of lung diseases 
through Health Department chest clinics. 

5,362 breath and blood alcohol samples were processed by the 
Laboratory. 16,676 bacteriological and viral cultures were tested. 

The Emergency Medical Services program provided support and 
technical assistance to the state’s 96 ambulance services, 55 first 
responder squads and 16 hospital emergency departments. 568 Emergency 
Medical Technicians were trained or recertified, and 283 certifications were 
issued in advanced life support skills. 

The Office of the Chief Medical Examiner investigated 695 Vermont 
deaths, including 201 accidents, 17 homicides, and 76 suicides. 

Many services are also provided at the local level by your Town Health Of- 
ficer, J. Barry Burke. Please feel free to call him if you need any assistance. 
The Health Department provides technical assistance and support to local 
health officers.

Regional’s trip volume was 2,825 up 268 trips from 
the previous year. 

Regional introduced a low cost membership program developed with two 
thoughts in mind. One to raise additional operating monies and at the same 
time give a savings to the member, should the need arise. In addition it will 
tend to help offset and control the assessments to the individual towns by 
raising additional money. This program thus far has proven to be a benefit 
to all. 

Regional’s billing and accounting functions were strengthened by acquir- 
ing a computer.

The Rutland County Women’s Network/Herstory House is a combination 
of services for victims of domestic violence and sexual assault. 

We operate with a day staff of three, a night shelter supervisor, a 
children’s Program Co-ordinator, and a Masters in Counseling Program in- 
terns. Volunteers provide crisis line coverage, in addition to other services. 

Services provided by Rutland County Women's Network include: 

1. Twenty-four hour emergency shelter for victims; thirty day limit. Three 
beds for transient women; seven day limit. 

2. Twenty-four hour crisis response for victims of rape or domestic 
violence, either by phone, at the hospital, police station or shelter office. 

3. Legal Advocacy, and assistance with relief from abuse orders. 

4. Individual counseling for victims of battering and/or rape and 
numerous peer support groups. 

5. Past crisis follow-up and counseling. 

6. Children’s crisis program for mothers and children residing at the 
Herstory House. 

7. Domestic violence related substance abuse information and referral. 

8. Information referral to other service agencies in Rutland County. 

Rutland County Women’s Network also sponsors Parents Anonymous. A 

program for parents who have abused or are in danger of abusing their 
children; or a parent who lives with a partner who abuses a child. 

For immediate assistance, a counselor can be reached directly by dialing 
775-3232 twenty-four hours a day. Information about other services can be 
obtained by calling 775-6788 week days. 

There is no charge for any of the services provided by the Network. We 
are a United Way Agency. 

During the past year, we have housed and provided services to twenty- 
one women and children from Rutland Town.

Our Association offers many services to our clients, i.e., advocacy, 
counseling, education, representative payee, Guardian ad Litem in Probate 
or District Courts, recreational activities, and support. Years ago, this 
organization primarily worked with those who were mentally handicapped, 
now we work with all those who have developmental disabilities, a much 
broader contact group. 

We are presently serving eighteen clients and one community care home 
in Rutland Town, and anyone else who has questions to be answered in 
regards to the developmental^ disabled. We place clients in the homes and 
take full charge of them in regard to payment of bills, shopping, dealing 
with agencies, or just addressing their daily personal needs. 

ARC’S clientele subsists on a very low income, primarily SSI, and cannot 
pay for the services we provide. We must emphasize that we are marginally 
funded by the City of Rutland and United Way, and various small towns, but 
not enough to maintain us. Our Association operates on a very conservative 
budget and the work load is increasing daily. Thus, the reason for soliciting 
the towns in Rutland County.

This agency projects that It will spend $19,309 to assist elders in your 
community during its current fiscal year. 

We provided the following services to elders residing in your area during 
our past fiscal year which ended September 30, 1986: 

Senior Meals 

17 older persons took advantage of the meals served at one or more of 
the various mealsites sponsored by our agency. 

3,114 meals were delivered to the homes of 21 elders who were home- 
bound and unable to come to a mealsite. This service is often called ‘‘Meals 
on Wheels". 

Senior Advocate Assistance 

18 persons over 60 received help through this program. Elders were 
assisted with applications and problem resolution in benefit programs such 
as Medicaid, Foodstamps, and SSI. Advocate staff helped a number of 
elders who had questions or problems related to health care payments and 
insurance claims. Among other things, Advocates helped elders file Ver- 
mont tax rebate claims and apply for energy program assistance. 

Other Services 

This Agency provided support, directly or through contract, for the follow- 
ing additional services that were used by elders in your community: 

• Long Term Care Ombudsman — This individual provided advocacy 
assistance to residents of Community Care and Nursing Homes. The Om- 
budsman helped eiders and, if appropriate, family members or friends sort 
out information regarding financial assistance and other concerns related 
to institutional care. 

• Information and Referral — This Agency maintained a directory of ser- 
vices and programs available to elders in our area. Elders were able to ac- 
cess this information by either calling or visiting our office. 

• Legal Service Attorney for the Elderly — The Area Agency provided 
funding for an Attorney whose role was to focus on the legal concerns of 
elders. This Attorney worked through the Vermont Legal Aid Office serving 
our region. 

• Preventive Health Clinics — Funding assistance was provided to the 
Rutland Area Visiting Nurses to conduct monthly health clinics at meal 
sites/senior centers. Health assessments, blood pressure checks and foot 
care were provided at the clinics. Elders were asked to make a minimal 
donation for this service. 

• Essential Transportation — On a limited basis, this agency reimbursed 
mileage costs of volunteer drivers who transported elders needing this type 
of help to get to medical appointments or do essential food shopping.

The Bennington-Rutland Opportunity Council offers a wide range of pro- 
grams with direct assistance, counseling, self-help and community par- 
ticipation as a few of the means through which alternative opportunities are 
presented to needy community members in order that they may achieve 
their personal goals. 

Bennington-Rutland Opportunity Council is pleased to announce the ad- 
dition of a number of major new programs such as Medicaid Transporta- 
tion, Energy related Home Repair (supported by Exxon Oil Overcharge 
Funds), and a Community Improvement Program.

In 1985, 365 RSVP volunteers contributed 63,116 hours of service to more 
than 88 non-profit organizations in the County. 

There are 4 active Rutland Town RSVP volunteers who donated 1,146 
hours of service in 1985 to the following organizations: Beverly Manor Con- 
valescent Center; RSVP Special Projects; Rutland Regional Medical Center; 
Rutland City Schools; Rutland Town Elementary School; Well-Child Clinic; 
Tax Counseling for the Elderly.

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THE VERMONT CENTER FOR INDEPENDENT LIVING’S 
1986 ANNUAL REPORT TO VERMONT TOWNS 

The Vermont Center for Independent Living is a private, non-profit 
organization which works to assist disabled Vermonters in increasing their 
independence. We work throughout the state with disabled individuals, 
their families and friends, other organizations and agencies, and the 
general public to reach this goal. 

VCIL was founded in 1979 by a group of Vermont’s most active disabled 
citizens. Our Center is managed and staffed primarily by persons who have 
disabilities — people who understand this unique experience first-hand. 
Our organization demonstrates that disabled people are best able to speak 
for themselves and make the decisions which affect their lives. Through 
providing people with information, helping them learn to problem-solve, set 
goals and develop new skills, and through assisting them in expressing 
their needs and concerns effectively, we help disabled people develop self- 
sufficiency and independence. 

VCIL currently has five programs which work to assist disabled people in 
increasing their independence. We also work to increase the public’s under- 
standing of the needs, concerns and aspirations of the disabled community 
and work with other organizations, state agencies and policy-makers to in- 
crease the options which will allow people having disabilities to live full and 
productive lives. In the past year VCIL has provided support to over 2500 
disabled individuals, organizations and members of the general public. 
VCIL currently offers the following programs: 

Information and Referral System — offers technical assistance, re- 
searched information and consultation to any individual calling with ques- 
tions in virtually any disability-related area. This is the most comprehensive 
resource on disability information within Vermont. The Adaptive Equipment 
Project is part of the I and R system. Through ABLEDATA, a national com- 
puterized data base on adaptive equipment and thousands of manufac- 
turer’s catalogs, this project can inform callers of types, models, specifica- 
tions, costs and sources of all types of equipment used to increase their in- 
dependence and mobility. It also works with various state agencies to make 
their adaptive equipment purchases for their clients more appropriate, time- 
ly and efficient. 

Peer Advocacy Counseling Program — Peer Advocate Counselors who 
are themselves disabled meet one-to-one with other disabled people to 
assist them in defining areas of need, setting goals, developing action 
plans and gaining skills and resources to increase their personal in- 
dependence. Counseling relationships can be either long or short-term 
depending upon need. The Part A Independent Living Program enables the 
Peer Advocate Counselor to use resources available to the program to pur- 
chase additional services as needed to accomplish specific independent 
living goals. 

Community Advocacy Program — works with groups of disabled in- 
dividuals and provides logistical support and technical assistance to help 
groups work on developing resources, increasing awareness and making 
programs, services and public buildings more accessible; also works with 
public and private agencies throughout Vermont to make services more 
available to disabled Vermonters. 

Client Assistance Project — a project of the Vermont Division of Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation, was housed at the Vermont Center for Independent 
Living until October 1, 1986. Over the past year the Client Assistance Pro- 
ject worked with clients and counselors of the Vocational Rehabilitation 
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Division to ensure that these individuals work appropriately and effectively 
together. 

Options for Independent Lifestyles Project — works with the Vermont 
Agency of Human Services to put in place adequate services needed by 
severely disabled individuals so that they can live in the community rather 
than in nursing homes. This project has been successful in formulating a 
model which will be used first in the Burlington area, but which can be used 
throughout the state to provide housing for severely disabled persons out- 
side nursing homes. 

Some of VCIL’s programs may have worked directly with disabled people 
who live in your town. A resident may have met with a Peer Advocate 
Counselor or called our Information and Referral System to find out 
specific information or what other organization they should call for help 
with a particular problem. Or perhaps there is a disabled person in your 
community who is involved with a local disabled advocacy group who 
receives support from VCIL. There are many ways that a disabled person 
may receive direct assistance from the Vermont Center for Independent Liv- 
ing; these are but a few. 

According to the latest figures, approximately one in every eight Ver- 
monters has a disability. In one way or another, all disabled citizens, their 
families, and friends receive indirect support from the work of VCIL. More 
than any other organization in the state, VCIL has had a tremendous im- 
pact on the ways in which policy makers more positively and respectfully 
approach the issue of disability. Through our discussions with the Vermont 
Agency of Human Services, the Division of Vocational Rehabilitation, the 
administrators of Vermont's nursing homes, personnel of major hospitals, 
community development agencies, legislators, and various other boards 
and agencies, VCIL has helped to improve both the understanding of 
disability issues and the accessibility of programs and resources needed 
by the disabled. 

The existence of VCIL is important to disabled Vermonters. As you can 
see, we offer a wide variety of services to disabled Vermonters, their friends 
and their families. The work we do not only helps create concrete changes 
in the lives of disabled Vermonters, but also on a more fundamental level 
changes the attitudes and awareness of both policy makers and the public 
at large. Through the support of VCIL, disabled people are afforded a host 
of resources to help them increase their strength, dignity and in- 
dependence. 

During the past year, VCIL may have interacted with the residents of your 
town through our Peer Advocacy Counseling Program (2), our Information 
and Referral System (1), the Client Assistance Program, and sends Ac- 
cessAbility our newsletter to individuals who reside in your town.

The UVM Extension Service in Rutland County is part of a larger educa- 
tional effort across the United States and Vermont. Three levels of govern- 
ment, federal (40%), state (50%) and local (10%) cooperate to finance this 
system. Local funding is based on the town Grand List as compared to the 
County Grand List. State statutes are the basis for town contribution. 

The Extension Service is a continuing educational process, providing pro- 
grams for farmers and businesses, families and community groups, 
throughout Rutland County. Our programs are specifically designed to 
assist local people in reaching desirable economic, health related social 
goals that they set for themselves. Our aim is to respond to local needs as 
defined by local people and our program director and content is monitored 
by a local Extension Advisory Board. Members of this committee are 
elected by county residents at the annual meeting held in April. The 
meeting is open to the public. 

Extension programs mean different things to different people. 

• The homeowner finds help with energy conservation, home gardening 
and lawn care, and answers to insect problems . . . 

• The homemaker learns to prepare nutritious, appealing meals on a 
limited budget, to manage money resourcefully, and to cope with the many 
demands on today’s family . . . 

• Youth learn to ride an ATV safely or how to purchase, prepare and store 
food products, or how to take responsibility for the care and development of 
a cow, horse, or dog . . . 

• A small business person gets management assistance to help reduce 
risk of failure and increase profits . . . 

• and farmers, with new research information and management advice, 
continue to provide quality food products at a reasonable cost in tough 
economic and transitional times.

ANNUAL REPORT FYE 9/30/86 

The Marble Valley Regional Transit District, commonly known as “THE 
BUS”, has just completed its tenth year of providing public transportation 
in the Rutland County area. 

During these ten years, we have grown to be the largest non-urban public 
transit system in the State of Vermont. System ridership has increased to 
185,000 passenger trips annually and the demand for service continues. 
But, we have also experienced our full share of ups and downs. In an effort 
to eliminate many problem areas and to streamline the entire operation, the 
Board of Commissioners hired an extremely well qualified administrator, 
restructured the management staff, obtained the services of a nationally 
recognized consultant to review the operation and recommend change, and 
contracted with a certified public accountant to perform our first organiza- 
tion wide audit. 

Recently, the Vermont Agency of Transportation, administrator of our 
State and Federal grant funding, implemented new procedures for obtain- 
ing and use of subsidy funding. We are now required, among many other 
things, to develop a plan to reduce our dependency on State and Federal 
funding and to demonstrate increased self sufficiency and cost efficiency. 
Conforming to these requirements has necessitated many changes, some 
of them quite severe, with more to follow. 

We, for our part, will do our utmost to insure the availability of a public 
transit system and to provide quality service at reasonable costs. Your sup- 
port of public transportation will, undoubtedly, be heavily tested over the 
next year or two and we urgently request your active participation. 

We would like to thank you, the taxpayers and elected officials of our six 
member municipalities, for your continued support of “THE BUS” during 
this period of changing times.
